BAD BROTHERS. 


A Pair of Ohio Outlaws Who Rival the 
James Boys. 
Dunkirk (O.) Cor. Cincinnatl Commercial). 


For two or three years past several of the 
northern counties of Ohio have been cursed 
with the presence of two desperadoes named 
Jerome and Henry Kebbler, brothers, the 
former about 25 and the latter about 20 years 
old. 
The town of Forrest, at the junction of the 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago and the 
Mad River railroads, was the base vf opera- 
tions last winter and the winter previous, but 
a determined Marshal named Sam Grafton, 
an old army veteran, at last broke up the 
gang, and transferred their nest to Dunkirk 
and to Findlay, where they have lately oper- 
ated with a degree of daring perfcctly as- 
tounding, and which has culminated in two 
cold-blovu@ed murders inside of ten days, and 
yet the two leading out'aws are scot free. 

On September 23, 1881, the Kebbier boys 
both put in an appearance in Findlay, aud, as 
usual, ap eye was kept upon them, but late at 
night thew maneged to arrangea *‘job’’ for 
« robbery in a saloon safely located away from 
police surveillance. An old peddler with his 
pack was inveigled into the saloon, a mock 
quarrel was begun, and Jerry Kebbler set 
upon the peddler and beiabored him about 
the head so terribly that he sank down help- 
less. He was robbed and left to die, his death 
occurring Within afew hours. The brothers 
openly remarked after the murder: ‘Well, 
bovs, we’li skip out fora little while till this 
d—d job biows over.”? They did sip out, and, 
as usual, totheir old corner in the hotel of 
Sam Short, at Dunkirk. News of the cold- 
blooced Finclay murder was sent abroad, 
and «a reward of $100 was offered 
for Jerry Kebbler. The marshal of 
Dunbhirk got on the track of the boys, but a 
palnamea Jake Ludwig, of Dunkirk, pro- 
cured a buggy, and smuggled Jerry out of 
town. Tbe Marshal followed them to Ken- 
ton,ten miles away, but the two managed 
to escape among the lumber-yards of that 
place. The Marshal returned home disap- 
pointed and crestfallen, and declared that 
*“*the d—cd scoundrels should never return to 
Dunkirk’? Hen Kebbler, the voungest 
brotLer, declared in reply that thev would. 
return, even if it required that ‘‘the Marshal 
be got out of the way’’ to’ clear the coast. 
The wife of Jerry Kebbler, the older brother, 
was closeiv watched. She was scen flitting 
to and frofrom her home, evidently in com- 
munication with the outlaws, and ber mys- 
terious actions were soon developed in a sec- 
ond bloody butchery. 


The Marshal of Dunkirk was a well-to-do 
and very popular man, named Edward Shuey, 
aged about 40 years, a man of some nerve and 
unflinching Integrity,a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity, and areliable citizen. The 
Kebbiers. knowing that he was an iimpedi- 
ment to them, coollv and deMberately planned 
his murder. Ilen Kebbler was smuggled in'o 
town on the night of September 28 in women’s 
clotbes, by Jerry’s wife, and was quartered 
at Sam Short’s (her father’s) hotel, the same 
nigbt, it is supposed, that Jerry got into 
town. On the day following (Thursday, the 
2th) three strangers entered the town on 
the Fort Wayne Railroad. The Marshal 
(Shuey) kept un eye on them. He sus- 
pected some deviltry, but couldn’t get fairly 
down to their object. In the afternoon one of 
them wasseen in conversation with ‘Jake’? 
Ludwig, the chum of Jerry Kebbler. Soon 
after thissame Ludwig approached Marshal 
Shuev and cffered to help him in capturing 
the Kebblers, who, he said, ‘‘he thought 
would be in town that night.’’ The Marshal 
unwillingly confided in this *‘stool-pigeon’”’ 
of the outlaws, and the two wandered about 
the streets without noticing anything unusu- 
al until past midmght. Meantime one of tie 
coolest crimes on record was being planned, 
and within an bour was executed in the 
streets of the little country town. 

About 12:50 o’clock Ludwig left Shuey and 
said hurriedly: ‘Well, I’m going home.” 
He left, and he had not gone ten minutes be- 
fore Marshal Shuey discovered three men on 
the street. Two of them were of the 
‘*strange” party, and the third & believed to 
bave been Jerome Kebbler. One of the three 
men made a feirt of attempting to burg- 
larize a store hard by. This was only a blind, 
however, to lead the victim, the Marshal, on 
to his fate. He hastened toward and arrest- 
edi the supposed burglar. ‘The other two 
men foliowed until the rattwoad crossiag was 
reacued. Here, ata given signal, the pris- 
oner resisted’ the Marsha', and in the melee 
the largest of the three mem placed the 
muzzie of a pistol to the Marshal’s back and 
fired. The cilicer sank down, but was held 
up long enough by the inhuman devi's to be 
robbed of s5sUingold, his watch, a Masonic 
pir, bh s banc cuffs, 1 ivpers aud revoiver, when 
bis murderers dropped bis body on the rail- 
road track and cocliv walked down the rail- 
road track, laugbingly responding to an old 
woman, Who shoutel at them: “Go to bed, 
old woman, or you'll eateh eold.’’? Piloted 
by Jersy hebbler, they proceeded to the barn 
of Mr. Longworth, near by, took p>ssession 
ofa buyey and harness, went thencetoa 
pasture fiel’, and seizing upon a fine black 
mare, the pruperty ofa Mr. McLeod, nitched 
up and drove out of town on one of the pub- 
lic pikes leading northward toward Hancock 
coucty. 

The tiring ofthe shot aroused the com- 
munity of Dunkirk, and a crowd of citizens 
soon gathered about the dying Marsha!, who 
lived about three hours—long enough to de- 
scribe the three men who did the murder. 
As the day dawned scouting parties started 
out to scour the country in every direction. 
Neor the town isthe noted Scioto marsh, a 
vast swemp of about ten thousand acres, and 
it was believed that the murderers would 
make for it to evade pursuit,a company of mili- 
itia belongwwg tothe E eveath Ohto R-giment 
bad been orderedout by the captain, and at 
W asbington Station, three miles from Dun- 
kirk, they espied two suspicious characters. 


Ga Poe called on to halt, but becoming 


frightened ran, Whereupon a volley was fired 
at them, but, singular Lo say, 
and fortunately, too—for they proved 


to be two German tramps who could not un- 
derstand English—no damage was dione to 
either. Every point of the compass was cov- 
ered all over the neignborhood. Every road 
was watched. as Was supposed, there being 
at least three bundred men out from Dua- 
kirk, and perhaps one bundred farmers from 
tee surrounding neigbborbood. Tney were 
too late, however; the birds had flown. Two 
buceies went out from Dunkirk just before 
dawn, each containing three men; “Jerry” 
Kebvierin one,and ‘*Hen’’ in the other. 
This was to confound the pursuers and throw 
them off the true scent. One buggy went 
north, tbe other east, and doubtless all hands 
ezvoused after three or four days in

t near Vbartonburgh, and thence to For- 
st, where Marshal Sam Grafton searched 
every passing train. Three Wamps were 
found smuggled away ina freighttrain. The 
train was just moving out. Grafton mounted 
it, hailed the engineer and halted it about half 
a mile away, Only to be disappointed. An- 
other train was passing south. A man was 
seen clambering on. Grafton hailed htm. He 
ran down the railroad, and an exciting race 
ensued. Grafton fired on bim, but his 
revolver failed him and his man escaped. This 
wes believed to have been one of the outlaw 
Kebblers, for on the same night he was seen in

On the day after the murder, the 
man Jake Ludwig, the Pe of Jerry Kebbler, 
who had been deserted by the gang, Was ar- 
rosted in Dunkirk and confined in the 
‘cooler.’ He made a statement claiming to 
know nothing of the crime, but there came 
forward four citizens who testified that he 
had informed them that ‘Ned Shuey was shot 
before the fatal shot was fired.” Popular 


feeling ran high, and an _ attempt 
to lynch bim was_ planned, the 
job being arranged to take ace 


at midnight on Saturday night. Atout fif- 
teen resolute men had banded themselves to- 
gether, and it was agreed that if he con- 
fexsed all and “‘squaled” on his confeder- 
ates he was to be returned to prison; if not, 
he was to become food for buzzards, The 
citizens had secured John T. Norris, the 
Sprinefield detective,in the meantime, and 
he arrived just intime to discover the dan- 
ger of his prisoner. John saw $800 reward 
about to slip away, and he spirited Ludwig 
away and took bim to Springfield against the 
wish of Sheriff Darst of Hardin county. Itis 
supposed that he “pumped himdry,” for 
on Monday’ he_ returued with him 
to Dunkirk and filed an aftidavit chargiug 
Jerome Kebbler, Henry Kebbler, Jacob Lud- 
wig, Jobn Doe and Richard Roe (the two 
strangers) with the willful murder of Shuey. 
Ludwig was arraigned before Mayor Wood, 
pleaded guilty and was committed to Kenton 
Jail to await trial. “Jerry’s” wife was ‘“*shad- 
owed’? and was found to be secretly in com- 
municaticn with her outlaw husband. She

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‘A TRAGEDIAN’S TROUBLES. 
Separation of Edwin Booth From His 
Wife. 


New York Special to Chicago Times. 

The following article, which is —— 
this afternoon by the Dramatic Times, is 
found upon inquiry by the Times’ corre- 
spondent to-night to be substantially coreect: 
‘Edwin Booth and his wife separated for- 
mally last Friday night. On Monday of this 
week Mr. Booth went to reside at the Bruns- 
wick, on Fifth avenue, with his daughter Ed- 
wina, leaving the Windsor where he has 
been living ever since his return to this coun- 
try. Atthesametime Mrs. Edwin Booth 
left the Windsor with her mother, Mrs. J. 
H. McVicker, and her step-father, Mr. 
MecVicker, to live with them in the house 
they have rentedin Fifty-third street, near 
Sixth avenue. It is the house owned by 
Mr. Henry C. Jarrett. Some of those 
who see Mrs. Booth most frequently say that 
she is worse and can not possibly survive her 
illness. On Friday she for the first time was 
compelled to see her doctorin bed. Yet oth- 
ers who know her well say that she is much 
better and will live, and that the reports of 
her dying condition are printed for a purpose. 
They point to the fact thaton several occa- 
sions lately she bas been out drivmg in the 
park. Edwin Booth is almost heartbroken 
over this separation, which has been brought 
about by other people who seem to have an 
interest in fomenting trouble between man 
and wife. Mr. Booth bas always been a most 
devcted husband. He has had two idols for 
the past few years, his wife and his daughter, 
Mrs. Booth’s love for her husband has been 
toucbing and sincere. She was a true and 
ever-faithful helpmate to him,but an estrange- 
ment began about a year ago or more. Mr. 
Booth during all this time was affected be- 
yond aj! description. Heis of a highly sensi- 
tive, nervous organization, and what he tried 
to avoid only seemed to come on with double 
force. Inthe midst of it the question ofa 
will came to add full flame to what was only a 
smoldering fire. It seems vears ago Mr 
Booth had deeded to his wife property in 
Chicago. During the beginning af her iliness 
she made a will leaving this property to her 
mother. Mr. Booth thought, and still thinks, 
be is right, and his love and devotion to his 
wife bear witness in his favor. 

‘Mrs. Booth on the otber hand, and proba- 
bly with the obstinacy that often accompanies 
serious illness, considered she was acting for 
the best. Nothing like a dispute ever occur- 
red between them. Mr. Booth never so much 
as alluded to what he considered a wrong. 
They came back to this country and went 
again tothe Windsor Hote'. Here Mr. Booth 
continued to reside. Mr. Booth and _ his 
daughter had one suite of apartments, and 
Mr. and Mrs. McVicker and Mrs. Sooth an- 
other. Mr. Booth saw his wife constantly, 
but her sufferings precluded him from the 
attendance which naturally was the province 
of a mother. One day they had some conver- 
sation, and Mrs. Booth told her husband to 
leave her. He said be would, buthe would 
be always near aL band, and when called for 
would come. Nince that time, some two weeks 
ugo, they have not spoken. 

‘*Last week Mr. Booth determined to go to 
the Brunswick, where he would be near his 
theater. He could not under the circum- 
stances go to the house of his father-in-law, 
to whom he barely spoke. The wife decided 
to go with her parents, and has taken up her 
residence with them.’’ 

The Times co! respondent learned this even- 
ing that the misunderstanding between Mr. 
and Mrs. Booth has been known at the clubs 
and in theatrical circles for sometime. It 
has been generally referred to as another case 
of mother-in-law. It is stated that Mr. 
Booth, some years ago, at the solicitation of 
Mr. and Mrs.. McVicker, settled on his wife a 
very considerable share his income as an 
allowance. Mrs. Booth’s savings have been 
accumulatiug fora long time. She held, be- 
sides, certain properties which, it is said, 
Mr. Booth deeded to her about the time of his 
bapkruptey. It is said that against the ear- 
nest protest of her husband she has insisted 
on willing all her property to her mother, and 
that it has been Mr. Booth’s opinion of late 
that his wife’s family had too much influence 
in affairs which should concern only his wife 
and himself. Mr. McVicker has rented the 
house a: No. 13 West Fifty-third street in or- 
der, he says, that Mrs. Booth may enjoy the 
comforts of a hhomein her illness. Oa Mon- 
day last Mrs. Booth and her parents left the 
Windsor Hotel for their new residence, and 
Mr. Booth and bis daughter removed to the 
Hotel Brunswick. Mr. Booth intends to 
travel during the winter. Mrs. Booth still 
suffers from a pulmonary affection, and is 
very feeble. 


The Methodists and Heresy. 
From the New York Times. 


The trial of Dr. H. W. Thomas for alleged 
hbrresy by the Rock River Conference of Ilili- 
nois, now in progress, on the charge of un- 
soundness, according to Methodist doctrine, 
in his views of the inspiration of the Bible, 
the belief in the atonement and the future 
punishment of the wicked, is quite likely to 
result in his condemnation. The committee 
appointed to try him is chiefly a selection 
from the old-line ministers who kmow noth- 
ing of the changes going on in.theological 
opinion, and care less, and his case has not 
apparently excited much sympathy on the 
part of eitber preachers or laymen among 
the Methodists. The Methodist Kcumenical 
in London was impatient over the discussion 
of subjects which pave interest for think- 
img people, and the same spirit has been 
manifested inthe preliminary steps of Dr. 
Thomas’ trial. The Methodists have a fixed 
religious system, which erystalized in the 
sermons of John Wesley, and no departures 
from it have been tolerated or permitted 
during the century since their patron saint 
wenttohisrest. Itis for going beyond the 
statements of Wesleyan belief, whichis a 
mild dilution of Calvinism, that Dr. Thomas 
is accused of heresy by bis brethren. They 
have begged him to leave them peaceably and 
find a field elsewhere. This he refuses to do 
when underthe ban of alleged heresy, and 
the vital pointin his trial is the question 
whether one can be a Methodist upon the 
ground of a liberal construction of its anti- 
quated religious standards. This is what 
Dr. Tbomas iscontending for. The Rock 
river Conference is trying him for alleged 
heresy, while he is accusing the whole Meth- 
odist Church in the United States of holding 
toa body of divinitv which has been essen- 
tially outgrown and needs abundant restate- 
ment before itcan command the assent of 
thoughtful people. If it shail be seen, as is 
more than probable, that Methodism adheres 
rigily to an iron-clad religious statement as 
iis living creed, it will suffer in the opinion of 
the outside world just as it has suffered from 
the intellectual narrowness of the London 
Ecumenical. Whether Dr. Thomas is con- 
demned or acquitted is a small matter, be- 
cause in either case he is quite able to take 
care of himself, but the Methodist Church can 
hardly afford to have the religious public 
reach the conclusion that John Wesley’s 
creed is the sum and end of what they rigidly 
hold forthe Christian belief. It is this un- 
oceans alternative which goes with Dr. 

homas’ condemnation. If, on the other 
hand, he is acquitted, then this great and in- 
fluentiui cose | will be called upon to adjust 
itself somewhat to modern thought, a step 
which must be taken sooner or later with its 
present educational appWances, but, never- 
theless, a step which involves nothing less 
tban a revolution in Methodism as a working 
rejilgious system. 


American Meat Abroad. 
From the London News. 


{t would be interesting to be informed what 
has become of the American meat suld out of 
tne Central Market since the trade began in 
1876. How much of it has been retailed as 
English meat at Eoglish prices? Our readers 
may be surprised to bear that up to the end 
of last month there has passed through the 
Central Market a grand total of 108,025 tons 
of American meat, as certified by Superin- 
tendent Stephens. Every year the American 
importe have increased with a steady, strong 
stride. In 1876 there were received 5,513 
tons; in 1877, 14,641 tons; tm 1878. 19,370 tons; 
In 1879, 20,751 tons; in 1880, 25,836 tons. Dur- 
tne the present year the increase has been 
st¥l going on, so that, though there has been 
a temporary relaxation of imports during the 
past few weeks, there have, from Januey to 
August inclusive, been received 21,914 tons,

meat, andthere remains to be added the live 
stock slaughtered.at-Deptford. The increase 
in this direction is as temarkable asthe other. 
In 1879, for example, there were killed at 
Deptford 28,615 American beasts, and 10,49; 
sheep; last year the numbers were 63,704 
beeves, and 21,703 muttons. It would be a 
boon to the general public ifthe Markets 
Committee, who will be asked to inquire into 
the question of willful obstruction, would, 
while they are about it, try and discover to 
what extent the ordinary consumer has ben- 
efited by this enormous importation of cheap 
beef and mutton during the past five years, if 
indeed he has benefited at all. 


SCOTCH GHOSTS. 


Haunted Houses Infested With Hair- 
Lifting Apparitions. 
From Oldand New Edinburgh. 


Mr. George Sinclair, professor of moral 
philosophy in the University of ‘Slasgow, and 
afterward minister of Eastwood in Renfrew- 
shiré, by the publication, in 1685, of his 
work, **Satan’s Invisible World Discovered,”’ 
dia much to add to the terrors of Mary 
King’s close, by his account of apparitions 
seen therein, and recorded ‘‘by witnesses of 
undoubted veracity’’—a work long hawked 
about the streets by the itinerant sellers of 
gingerbread. The last or northern portion 
of the close, With its massive vaulted lower 
stories, was an open ruin in 1845; the south, 
or upper, had falien into ruin after a fire in 
1760, and was in that condition when a por- 
tion of the site was required for the west 
side of the Royal Exchange, three years 
after. It would appear from the Professor’s 
narrative that Mr. Thomas Coltheart,a re- 
spectable law agent, whose legal business 
had begun to flourish, took a better style of 
bouse in Mary King’s close. Their maid- 
servant was, of course, duly warned by ob- 
liging neighbors that the house was haumt- 
ed, and in terror she gave up _ her 
situation and fled, leaving Mr. and Mrs.{Colt- 
heart to face whatever they might see, alone. 
Accordingly it came to pass that, when the 
lady had seated herself by the bedside of her 
gudeman, who, being slightly indisposed on 
the Sunday afternoon, had lain down to rest, 
while she read the Scripturcs,chancing to look 
up, she saw to her intense dismay a human 
head, apparently tbat of an old man, with a 
gray floating beard, suspended in mid-air, at 
a litile distance, and gazing intently at her 
With elfish eyes. She swooned at this terrible 
sight, and rem:zined imsensibie until the 
ne'ghbors returned fromchurch. Her hus- 
band strove to reason her out of her credulity, 
and the evening passed without further 
trouble; but they had not long been in bed 
whem he himself espied the same phantom 
head bv the firelight floating in mid-air, and 
eyeing bim with ghostly eyes. He lighted a 
candle and betook him to prayer, but with 
little effect, for in about an hour the bodiless 
phantom was joined by that of a child, 


lowed by an arm naked from the elbow, which, 
in defiance of all Coltheart’s prayers and 
pious interjections, seemed bent on shaking 
bands with him and his wife. In the most 
solemn way tbe luck!ess lawyer conjured these 
phantoms to intrust him witb the story of any 
wrongs they wished righted; but all to no 
purpose. ‘The old tenants evidently regarded 
the new as intrudeis, and others cametotheir 
aid; for the naked arm was joined by aspeciral 
dog, Which curled itsaf up in a chair and 
went to sleep, and then came a cat and many 
other creatures, but of grotesque and mon- 
strous forms, till the whole room swarmed 
with them,so that the honest couple were 
compelled to kneel on their bed, there being 
no standing-room on the floor; till suddenly, 
with a deep and awful groan, as of a stron 
man dying in agony, the whole vanished an 
np and Mrs. Coitheart found themselves 
alone. 

ln those days of superstition, Mr. Coltheart 
—if we are ableto believe Prof. Sinclair— 
must have been a man of more than ordinnry 
courage, for be continued to reside in this 
terrible house till the day of his death, with- 
out further molestation; but when that day 
came it would seem notto have been unac- 
companied by the supernatural. At the mo- 
ment he expired, a gentleman, whose friend 
and law agent he was, while asleep in bed be- 
side his wife at Traneut, ten miles distant, 
was roused by the nurse, who had been terri- 
tied **by something like a cloud moving about 
the room.’”’

twice and melted away. Proceeding at once 
to Edinburgh, the ghost-seer went direct to 
the house of his friend in Mary King’s close, 
and found the wife of his friend in tears for 
the recent death of her husband.

“BIG BEER-BIBBERS, — 


ub With a Beer-Shop for Every 
— Paid Hundred Inhabitants. 
From the Chicage Times. 

The little kingdom of Wurtemberg has 
1,900,000 inhabitants, and is notso large as 
the State of Massachusettss by 300 square 
ni'es; yet I find that the publ shed records 
show that there were 7,308 brewerlame /atne 
and small, in active operation within the 
kingdom. during the past year, and in the 
twelve months 135,178,900 pounds of malt 
were brewed. One of the Gro and inspor- 
tant industries of Germany is the manufac- 
ture of beet sugar, and two years ago the 
Government returns showed that there were 
399 manufactories engaged in this enterprise. 
If there were 7,398 breweries in Wurtemberg, 
what must be the numberin the whole em- 
pire, and what must be the vast amount of 
capital and labor employedin the manuface 
ture of beerascompared with the manufac- 
ture of sugar! In Wurtemberg there arej1),- 
280 beer-shops, or places where beer is sold 
by the glass. This would make on an average 
a beer-shop for about every 100 of the inhab- 
itants, man, woman and child, including 
babies of the tenderest age. The differen: 
towns and cities show a variety of figures in 
making up this general average, some going 
as high as 120 and 130, and others falling 
short of 100. In Canstall, for in- 
stance a suburb of Stutteart, of 25,000 inhab- 
itants, there is a beer-shop for every eighty-= 
four people. Wurtemberg is not noted for 
the good quality of its beer, which is consid- 
ered of an inferior class, and it may reason- 
ably be presumed that a very small percent- 
age of itis sold outside the borders of the 
kingdom. On the contrary, the Bavarian 
beers—the beers made at Munich, at Pilsen, 
and in some parts of Prussia which have a 
hign reputation—are in great demand, and 
are imported into Wurtemberg in immense 
quantities, waaere they are drunk almost ex- 
clusively at nearly allthe better class beer- 
shops. When we consider the fact that all 
or nearly all of the beer made in Wurtemberg 
is consumed by Wurtembergers,together with 
the vast importations from outside the king- 
dom, We beginto realize the fact that the 
Germnans,jucging by the example of the Wur- 
témbe) gers, love beer anidrinka great deal 
ofit. Bythe statistic I see that lastycar one 
brewery inStuttgart manufactured 880,530 
gallons of beer, which would make 2!,366 
barrels of thirty gallons each. And yet Iam 
told by the Germans thatif I wished to see 
real beer drinking I must go to Bavaria: that 
the Bavarians are noted for their love of beer, 
and for the quantities that they do and can 
consume; that the Wurtembergers are|but 
mere children as yet in the practice. 

The accounts thatone constantly hears of 
remarkable feats in beer-drinking seem many 
oftbem incredibie. UVld men and young, 
while gatbered around the social beer table, 
relate their experience and the quantity of 
beer they have swallowed at one sitting or 
in one day, Orinone evening, with as much 
pride as an old bunter would _ rehearse his 
achievements in the forestor jungle. They 
are as proud of the capacity of their stomachs 
as a prize-fighter of his muscle. The papers 
here recently chronicled the death of an old 
man of 80 in Tubingen, who had often been 
ki own to drink 100 mugs of beer, holding 
balf a litre each,in one day. Asa litre re- 
duced to English measureisa quart and a 
half pint, it will be seen that he drank al- 
most sixteen gallons. A beer shop in Munich 
in the immediate vicinity ofa church witha 
clock in the bell-towers became celebrated 
aid got up a large run of custom py a famous 
beer drinker, Who drew crowds of people at 
the middle ofthe day to witness his perform- 
ance. Placing twelve mugs of beer on a table 
infront of him as the clock commenced 
striking 12 he would swallow the contents of 
a mug at each stroke of the clock until the 
twelve mugs were emptied. A Heidelberg 
student thought nothing of piacing to his 
lips a tankard filled to the brim with two 
litres of beer and swallowing the whole with- 
out stopping to take breath. Another stu- 
dent, who had had bis cheek laid open ina 
sword duel, called for a — of peer and 
drank it through the bloody opening of the 
sword cut without wincing and as coolly as 
if he bad swallowed it through his mouth. 

The students in the university towns have 


| whatis known as “beer duels.’”? They area 


specie, of mock-trialsin whichtwo of their 
number are accused of imaginary crimes or 
misdemeanurs, and go through the farce of a 
trial before a mock judge and jury, each elo- 
quently defended by hisown counsel. The 
judge sums up the case inan elaborate and 
echolarly speech, and the jury, after retiring 
to a side room, where they drink an indefin- 
ite amount of beer, bring ina verdict that 
both of the accused are guilty, and that they 
must suffer the penalty by swallowing a cer- 
tain number of glasses of beer—and nota 
small number either—in a presoribed space 
of time. and that the one who fails in finish- 
ing his quota first shall pay for all the beer 
drunk bythe party during the evening,or 
afternoon, asitmay be. The real *‘sport” 
now commencer. A table is cleared, the **cul- 
prits’’ in standing position are placed op- 
posite each other, andthe requisite number 
of glasses of beer placed om the table between 
them. The judges and the jury, their feliow- 
Students,and alarge numberof outsiders 
gather around in a circle and watch the beer 
duel. with as much interest as they woulda 
dog or a cock fight. Thesignal is given and 
tLe contestants spring for the glasses, 
which they empty one after another in 
rapid succession. Long practice, which most 
of the students have had, enables them to do 
Valiant work. Glass after glass. disappears 
with astonishing rapidity. Each student has 
his party of friends or backers whocnheer and 
sbout and encourage himon as if he were 
neck and neck with bis competitor in a boat 
race. Itis seldom that both fill their quotas, 
though one issureto come out ahead uf the 
otber. When one occasionally finishes the 
number of glasses assigned him, he is sure to 
call for one, twoow three gla-ses or more as 
extras, Which heswa lows. just to saow that 
his appetite still remains unimpaired. Of 
course, the victor receives the plaudits ofthe 
assemblage and is borne in triumph to anim- 
provised throne, consisting of a chair orstool 
placed on a beer table at the end of the hail, 
where they crown him witha wreath of !au- 
rel, give him cheer after cheer, and address 
him as their patron saint. 

The incidents and anecdotes connected with 
student life in Germany are without end and 
would fill volumes. Beer-drinking bouts, 
kueips and duels are more in vogue, mote 
fashionable and more patronized than bard 
study, andit has heen observed by those whe 
have watched and studiea student life close- 
ly that nineteen-twentieths of the young men 
who enter German universities come out de- 
moralized.

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NEW YORK’S GREAT FIRE. 


Articles Destroyed. that Money Can 
Not Replace. 
From the New York Times, October 12, 

The work of estimating the losses by the 
«reat fire on Monday night, which destroyed 
“he Fifth Avenue Car Stables and the greater 
part of Morrell’s storage warehouse, was C1r- 
‘ied on assiduousiy all day yesterday and well 
into the night. Mr. Morrell said the entire 
damage to the warehouse and its contents 
would pe from 31,000,000 to $1,500,000. The 
Harlem. Railroad Company’s loss foots up 


350,000. Other losses by the fire are incon- 
sequential compared with these amounts. 


The aggregate of the loss, according to the 
‘atest estimates, Will, therefore be from $1,- 
350,000 to $1,850,000. Fire Marshal Sheldon 
estimates the loss at about $2,000,000, but he 
~avs it is a mere matter of guess work. 

Among the numerous anxious inquirers as 
to the probability of their stored property be- 
ing saved were many ladies, and their ques- 
tions were frequentdy put in faltering and 
tearful voices. None seemed to feel so deeply 
their ‘oss as those persons who had on de- 
posit cherished paintings, books, engravinzs, 
or articles of vertu, the accumulations of 
years, and Which no amount of money can re- 

yJace. 

Notable among the losers was Humphrey 
Moore, the artist, who is out of the city, but 
whose wife says he had storedin the build- 
ing, besides furniture, wearing apparel and 
household goods, hig elaborate and larger 
than life-size painting, ‘‘ Alina, or the Dream 
of the Alhambra,”’ a painting upon which he 
had expended many months of labor, and 
which he valued at $20,000. Besides this, he 
had over 500 sketches and studies, several 
tinished paintings, a large collection of wea- 
pons, armor, articles of vertu 4nd art treas- 
ures accumulated in the past ten years. Upon 
these he had no insurance. 

W. A. Potter, the architect, brother of the 
Rev. Dr. Potter, of Grace Church, lost a col- 
lection of curios Which it has taken him be- 
tween ten and fifteen years to get bozgether 
and which, though of little intrinsic value, 
are beyond value to the entbusiastic collector. 
They were placed-in the buildmg for safe 
Keeping only about a week ago.

-igned for his new restdence. The o1l paint- 
ing valued at $55,000, said to belong to W. 
H. Vanderbilt, was not his property, but 
belonged to his son, Wiiliam K. Vanderbilt, 
who was absent from the city yesterday. 
None of the officers of thé railroad compiny 
or hisfriends could statethe subject of the 
pie-ure or the artist’s name,it beinz variously 
stated to be the work of a famous painter of 
France or Belgium. The statement that Mr. 
ussell Sage’s library was burned was errene- 
ous, as he had nothing stored inthe puilding. 

Pauline Canissa Fischer, the weil 
known prima donna. losta valuable library 
of SoU volumes, the works of English, Ger- 
an, French, Italian and Spanish authors, 
nd besides these sixty-five opera scores.

THE CITY’S DEATH-RATE. 
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St. Louis Stillthe Leading Metropolis of the 
Country asa Health Resort. 

Dr. Robert Luedeking, Clerk of the Board of 
Health, is preparing a comparative statement 
of the mortality in the eleven largest cities of 
the Union. ‘The past summer has heen a par- 
ticularly unhealthy one, and the death-rate 
has grown here and elsewhere. Dr. Luede- 
king bas not yet finished his work, but has got 
far enough to show that St. Louis 
will still lead San Francisco, Cincinnati, 
Philadelphia, Chicago, Washington, Brook- 
lyn, Boston, Baitimore, New Orleans and New 
York as a health resort at all tumes during the 
year. Upto Octoberl there had been 6,511 
deaths from all causes in this city, and, mak- 
ing the estimate for the remaining months on 
this basis, the number of deaths for 1831 would 
be 8,680, 0r an annual death rate of 24.7 
inevery 1,000 persons. Thisis a larger figure 
than has ever been leached here, the only ap- 
proach to it being in 1872, when 8,047 persons 
died, and there were 1,591 deaths from small- 
pox, and in 1873, when 8,551 deaths were 
creditea tothe city, of which 837 were cases 
of small-pox. 

Dr. Luedeking says the mortality for October, 
November and December will be comparatively 
light, and will reduce the average of 24.7 by 
two numbers at least. Last year St. Louis had 
a death rate of 18.92 in every 1,000 of its popu- 
lation ; San Francisco's rate was 19.02; Cincin- 
nati, 20.04; Philadelphia, 20.05; Chicago, 20.38; 
Washington, D. C., 25.3; Brooklyn, 234; Bos- 
ton, 23.4; Baltimare, 24.3; New Orleans, 25.5, 
and New York 26.3. Every one of these will 
be pushed up alicouple ot figures or more, so 
that St. Louis has realiy nothing to fear from 
the forthcoming comparison. 

Up totwoo’cluck this afternoon there had 
been 145 deaths during the week. Of thisnum- 
ber 40 were deaths from zymotic diseases, 31 
were from constitutional diseases, 41 were lo- 
ca) diseases, 7 were developmental diseases 
and 6 were deaths by violence.

The railroad compahbies very distinctly 
charge thatthe Transfer Company could do 
better. A reporter this morning visited the 
stables of the Transfer Company in East St. 
Louis, and !found the horses there in fairly 
good condition. Outof 130 horses usually in 
the stable putthree have a bad attack of the 
pink-eye and but thirteenin all have been atall 
stiicken with the epizootic. At the northern 
stable, where only fifty horses are kept, the 
disease hus been proportionally worse, but the 
ravages of the ephippic are byno means as 
bad us was believed on this side. The general 
proportion of disabled horses across the river 
is no worse than in the car stables on this side, 
about five per cent. The delivery by the 
Transfer Company, however, has certainly de- 
creased more than twenty-five percent. One 
railroad agent explained the railroad side of 
the debate to a reporter with the statement 
thatthe railroad business has quadrupled, 
whiie the *fransfer Company’s tacilities re- 
main as they were two yeurs ago.

A Considerable Falling Off in the Crop and 
im the supply. 


CHICAGO, October 15.—Complete telegraphic 
reports froin the great corn beltin the North” 


west showthe cropto be in avery unsatis- 
factory condition, with due allowance for ex- 
ceptional localities for the stock of old corn on 
hand. 
state indicate Missouri, Kansas and Nebraska 


The farmers and local shippers in this 


are unusually iight, being in many places only 


one-half and in some but one-fifth 
or less of the amount ordinarily 
held at this season. Almost everywhere 


the corn crop shows afalling of as compared 
with last year. The shortage as compared 
with last year otf thirty or forty per cent is re- 
ported irom along listot representative points, 
and while few report a good average, or even 
something morethan a#m average, other re- 
ports show a reduction of two-thirds or three- 
tourtbsintbecrop. The result of this scarci- 
ty of the old crop and relatively poor prospect 
forthe new crop is a large falling offin the 


number of hogs being fattened for the 
market. Official statistics of Indiana 


report 1,780,212 hogs this year against 2U,039,23 
last yedr,a falling off of 11 per cent but; the re- 
ports received from part of the producing 
region generally indicate a considerably larger 
reduction. The number of hogs being fatten- 
ed is from 25to 50 per cent less than last 
year inlarge, portions of the corn and hog- 
raising States.« In few placesthe recent rains 
benefited the corn, butfor the most part these 


are localities where a few weeks ago 
the prospect was peculiarly bad. 
Several dispatches say the rain 


improved the corn, but they go on toshow 
that in spite of the improvement the crop is 
short as compared with that of 1880 twenty or 
thirty percent. Forthe most part the rain 
has uone damage rather than good. It came 
too late to repair the harm wrought by the dry 
weather, and when it came there was too 


much of it. The corn is sprouting in 
many places as u result of it. 
In the central part of this 


State the rains have seriously injured the 
corn crop. Reports from Kansas and Ne- 
braska are generally betterthan those from 
this State and lowa. though same of the re- 
ports from Kansas are particularly bad. In 
Missouni thereis a reduction in both corn and 
hogs, and the reports from Indiana differ 
widely, most of themindicating a reduced 


yield ot corn and a large reduction 
in the number of hogs. Several 
Jocalities, where the number of hogs 


is not materially changed, report that the 
hogs are much lighter than last year, so that 
there is a larger falling off in pounds of pork 
than in the number of hogs.

BOB O’BLENIS. 


——— 
Meath of a Noted Local Character—His 
Career. 

‘obert McO’Blenis, one of the best known 
characters in St. Louis, died yesterday at his 
residence on Carr street. Bobi was better 
known to the old residents than he has beenin 
jater years, when he had almost retired from 
active life. His name twenty-five years ago 
was aterror throughout the West, and every 
daring deed was attributed to him with the 
same regularity that train robberies are now 


ered on the James boys. 
Ob Oo’ Blenis was bornin Pennsylvania. His 
father wuasa Presbyterian from the North of 
Treland, andthe boy was raisedin the strict 
manner ofthatreligion. He came to this city 


over fifty years ago, and soon after- 
wards engaged in the livery business. 


Hlis stable was on Chestnut street between 
Second and Third. Bob did very well in the 
business, but a regular life of this kind did not 
suit him, andin 1849 he sold to 8.& A. Arnot. 
Afterwards he associated himselt in the om- 
nibus business with Erastus Wells, and later 
he was in the employ of B. W. Alexander, who 
keeps the Park stables on Washington avenue. 
Lob was always Wayward, but business did 
not suit him, and when the Knownothing 
riots of 62 and ’53 broke out he was at the 


head of the rioters, loudly shouting that 
Americans alone should rule America. 


No doubt much of the stories that are told of 
him arise from his participation in these af- 
fairs. In all, he is. said to have 
kHled six men. The most ine&cus- 
able was the murder of a_ policeman 
named Taylor at the Planters’ House. 
O’Blenis waston a drunk and was wanted at 
the station. Threemen were being detailed 
totake him, when Taylor, who knew Bob 
well, volunteered to go out and bring him in. 
Tie found Bob inthe Planters’ House saloon. 
‘‘Come along, Bob, you are wanted,’’ said 
Taylor. ‘‘All right,’’ said Bob, ‘‘wait till I 
get my coat.’’ Bob went for his coat, came 
hack withiton his arm, pulled his gunand 
deliberately shot the ofticer to pieces. 
A couple ot years later, about ’53, he murder- 
ed voung Ben Brant, a killing that is famous 
in the history of the city. Brant belonged to 
a wealthy family, who livedina large man- 
sion atthe intersection of Fourth and Cedar 
streets. §RFr ae 8 AS oo? ES 

Hie was a little wtld, and he and Bob quar- 
reled desperately. They were separated, but 
young Brant was exasperated and he swore 


publicly that. he would &ill O’Blenis 
whenever and wherever he met him. 
Lob smiled, and prepared himself. He was 


not likely to be killed by any man who boasted 
about it, he said. Jle and Brant met in front 
of the Planters’ House, and O’Blenis got the 
drop on him and killed him instantly. 
Hie was tried for murder inthe secon degree 
and sent to the peuitentiary tor ten years, Dut 
was pardoned out after six orseven years of 
the term had expired, by Gov. Rodvert sStew- 
arte 

vid citizens tell the story of how Bob helped 
toburna negroat the stake, on the corner 
wherethe Polytechnic building now stands. 
This brutal act took place before 135, and, as 
one gentlemai1 = said, the negro had 
been guilty of a criminal assault on a white 
woman, and such punishments were not 
thought anything of inthose days. 

bob was a man of great strength of character 
and 1f his mind had been properly directed he 


might have been a valuable citizen. His 
cambling house on Olive street, 
where the Third National Bank 
now stands, was one of the 


landmarks of the city. He closed it about 
seven years ago. Atthe time of his death he 


was 68 years of age. Ile died of paralysis. He 
had been confined to his house for the 
last six months and to his 


bed for the last two weeks.. 

He leaves a wife who was very devoted te 
him, but no children. He once possessed a 
large estate, Dutit was mostly unimproved 
real estate, and waseaten up by taxes. In 
his later years he bas been in comparatively 
poor circumstances. The funeral will take 
»lace from his late residence, 2505 Carr street, 
at2 p.m. to-morrow.

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OUR GERMAN VISITORS. 


The Steamer Herder Brings Baron 
Steuben’s Descendants. 
N. X. Special to Cincinnati Gazette, 14th. 

After many days of patient waiting the 
long wished-for Herder has arrived. The 
Von Steubens have come, been formally re- 
ceived, and taken their departure for Wash- 
ington. The steamship was sighted off Fire 
Island at an early hour this morning, and 
the agents of the Hamburg Line, to which 
she belengs, at once sent telegrams to the 


members of the committee appoint- 
ed to _—sr receive the guests. At 
6 0’ clock the revenue ,_. cutter 


W. E. Chandler, offered by Surveyor Graham, 
left Pier 1, having on board Walker Blaine, 
Assistant Secretary of State; Gen. Charles 
Adams,the American Minister to Bolivia, 
representing the State Department at Wash- 
ington; Frederick W. Seward,son of the late 
Secretary Seward; John Austin Stevens, John 
A. King, of the New York State Reception 
Committee. Col. Geo. Von Shaack ,who com- 
mandéd the Steuben Regiment during the 


late war; Hemman Schumacher, the Ger- 
man Consul-General; Chas. Hauselt, 
President of the German nee 4 
of New York State; W. H. ‘ 


Williams, of Surveyor Graham’s staff, and 
the representatives of the several German 
societies of this city. At7o’clock the Her- 
der raised anchor and started up the bay 
from quarantine. The revenue cutter nearly 
reached the steamship before it started, and 
now steaming alongside, the entire party 
were taken on board. In a few minutes four 
Custom-house officers arrived on the cutter 
Washington, and were added to the party. 
The formal introduction between the com- 
mitteeand the cuests took place on the main 
deck of the Herder. All the speeches were 
in German. Gen. Adams, in a brief speech, 
welcomed the guests to the United States, 
and extended to them the freedom which 
their illustrious ancestor,Baron von Steuben, 
helped to establish. Col. Von Steuben, on 
behalf of the visitors, responded as follows: 
‘*“*When the United States Government seat 
an invitation to the descendants of Gen. Steu- 
ben to visit America, not only those invited 
felt specially honored, but the whole German 
army, and, in fact, the entire German people 
felt highly complimented. The Emperor im- 
mediately sent leave of absence before we had 
intimated our desire to accept your courtesy. 
The Emperor especially charged us to express 
forbim his deep interest in the American 
Government, which I_ shall do to- 
morrow at Washington. As for myself and 
relatives who are present, we thank you for 
your eordial invitation, and your hearty wel- 
come.” Gen. Adams then handed over the 
guests to the State Reception Committee, 
when Mr. King delivered them an address, 
and they were transferred to the man-of-wer 
Kearsarge, Capt. White commanding, which 
had been stationed at Sandy Hook five days 
to actasanescort. The main guard of the 
Kearsarge received the German soldiers ata 
‘present arms.’’ As soon as the ex y reach- 
ci the quarter deck Col. Von Stewben re- 
quested that the guard on duty 
might be relieved of duty until the wharf 
was reached. A salute of fifteen guns 
was fired from Fort Columbus as Governor’s 
Island was reached. before ‘eaving the 
Kearsarge, Capt. White invited the commit- 
tee and guests into the cabin, where the 
health of President Arthur and Emperor 
William wasdrunk. VPier 1 was reached at °) 
o’clock, and the guests left the historic ship 
amid three rousing cheers from the crew, 
which climbed up into the rigging. Stopping 
on the pier, Col. Von Steuben raised his 
helmet and proposed three cheers for the gal- 
lantcrew of the ship which sank the Ala- 
bama. 

Carriages had been procured and the en- 
tire party were driven to the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, where parlor C had been reserved for . 
the reception-room. The names of the guests 
are as follows: Col. Arndt Von Steuben, of 
the Seventyv-ninth Regiment, grand-nephew 
of Baron Von Steuben: Capt. Richard Von 
Steuben, cousin of the Colonel, having com- 
mand of the company that guards the Em- 
peror’s forests, which gives him the title of 
**Oberforster.”’? Capt. Fritz Von Steuben, 
brother of the Oberforster, an officer of the 
Imperial Guard; Capt. Eugene Von 
Steuben, also a cousin of the Colonel, 
and ofthe Ninety-eighth Infantry; three soas 
of the Colonel, all Lieutenants—Carl, Ber- 
nelt, and Anton—complete the list. The 
Colonel was promoted to his present rank 
after the battle of Vionville, August 16, 1S70. 
The officers were in full uniform, and dis- 
plaved several medals each, which had been 
won by meritorious service in the German 
army. Intheevening a reception was given 
to the visitors at the Everett House, after 
which they wére to stand in Union Square 
and witness the torchlight procession in 
their honor, They took the midnight train 
for Washington.

Cost of the Late President’s Sickness 
and Funeral. 
Washington Correspondence Boston Giobe. 


As to the cost of the late President Gar- 
field’s sickness and funeral, Congress is ex- 
pected to foot ail the bills. and it is esti- 
mated that $100,000 will cover them. Whether 
that body will vote any monev to Mrs. Gar- 
field or not is uncertain. Three thousand 
dollars a year was voted to Mrs. Lincoln, and 
it is not likely thata larger amount, if any. 
will be voted to Mrs. Garfield, whose income 
from the subscriptions of $350,000 will be 
ample for all present and future necessities. 
The largest item of the expenses will be doc- 
tors’ fees. Dr. Bliss expects $25,000 for the 
work he hasdone. He attended the Presi- 
dent twelve weeks continuously, not being 
absent more than five hours at a time from his 
bedside, and days passed when he did not 
secure an hour of sleep. He also dressed the 
wourd and assisted in moving the patient 
every time his position was changed.

Offering Gold Bricks For Sale. 

From the New York Tribune. 
Two men, giving their names as Henry U. 
Foster and Thomas Snew, were arrested in 
Jersey City yesterday and taken to Police 
Headquarters on a charge of attempting to 
swindle John C. Van Horne, a wealthy resi- 
dent of Communipaw. On Saturday last the 
two men, dressed as miners, called on Mr. 
Van Horne and presented an alleged latter of 
introduction, signed by Rh. R. Reid, president 
of the National Bank of Stockton, Cal. Fos- 
ter, witb a great display of secrec®?, informed 
Mr. Van Horne that they had sixteam gold 
bricks and that they would let him have the 
whole or any part of them at a great sacrifice. 
Foster had one of the bricks with him, and, 
boring a small circular piece out of it, he zave 
it to Mr. Van Horne to have it tested. Foster 
and Snow then !eft, saving that they would 
call again on Monday, when, if. Mr. Van 
Horne desired to buyany of the gold, he could 
have it. 

Mr. Van Hawne had the piece of gold tested, 
and found it to be genuine. It had been placed 
apparently § in the center of the brick, so that 
it could be bored out asasample. Mr. Van 
lJorne informed ?Chief of Police Murphy of 
the jiberal offer that had been made hin, and 
the Chief, thinking thatthe men intended 
burglary, placed the ¢ase in the hands of 
Capt. Kaig, ofthe Fourth Precig¢t, in which 
Mr. Van Horne’s house is. Capt. MeKaig de- 
tailed policemen to remain inthe house on 


Saturday and Sunday  nights,- but 
no attempt at burglary was made. 


The two men kept their appointment on 
Monday, but they were not apparently 
very anxious to transact the business whey 
bad at first proposed. They were more soe 
licitous to get permission to bring the sixteen 
gold bricks, worth $150,000, they said, im 
some part of Mr. Van Horne’s grounds, 
where they would be easy of access when thev 
wanted to use them. They made another 
appointment to meet Mr. Van Horne yester- 
day, and when they arrived they had two gold 
bricks with them. One of the bricks was the 
one out of which the piece of gold Mr. Van 
Horne had tested had been bored. They of- 
fered to sell the two bricks, which weiched 
fifty pounds, for $5,000, with the proviso that 
he could have as many more of the sixteen as 
he wished at the same price. At this junc- 
ture Capt. McKaig and a squad of officers ar- 
rested them. Thevare both believed to be 
professional confidence men.

The First Colored Episcopal Minister. 
From the New York Times. 


The Rev. Joseph Sandiford Attwell, rector 
of St. Philip’s Protestant Episcopal Church, 
Mulberry street,died of typhoid fever early on 
Saturday a at his residence, No. 112 
Waverly Piace, in this citv. Mr. Attwell was 
a native of the Island of Barbados, where he 
was born July 1, 1831. He received a com- 
mon school education, and subsequently 
spent two years at Codrington College, in 
thatisland. In 1863 he came to this country 
and entered the Theological Seminary of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church at Philadel- 
phia, from which he graduated in 1866. He 
went soon afterward to Kentucky, where he 
was the same year ordained Deacon by Bishop 
Smith. Mr. Attwell was the first colored 
man ordained a Deacon of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in the State of Kentucky, 
After becoming known as a_ missionary 
worker in Kentucky, Mr. Attwell went to 
Petersburg, Va., where he was ordained 
priest tn IS68, and made rector of St. Steph- 
en’s Church. He remained there five years, 
and during thattime also had charze ofa 
parish school. In 1875 he went to Savannah, 
Ga., and became rector of St. Stephen’s 
| Church there. He came to New York in 1875, 


-andin October of that vear was installed 


rector for life of St. Philip's Church. Mr. 
Attwell was noted for his effective pastoral 
work. He leavesa widow and three little 
boys. His funeral will take place at1l a.m. 
on Wednesday from the church of which he 
was rector. :

How a St. Louis Dog Was Whipped in 
the Fit. sagt 


From the New York Sun, 13th. 


In an out-of-the-way Long Ialand inn, not 
ten miles from New York, about 500 men as- 
sembled yesterday to witness two dog fights, 
which have been the talk of the sporting men 
for weeks. The most interesting fight was to 
be between the imported brindle dog Jingo, 
of Philadelphia, the hero of many hard- 
fought battles in Hngland, and the light- 
colored brindle dog Rocks, of New Jersey. 
Men had come from Baltimore, Boston, Al- 
bany, Philadelphia and other distant places 
to witness the struggle. The agreement made 
by the owners of the animals sometime ago 
was to fight their dogs for $500 a side, both to 
weigh in at 24 pounds. Jingo yesterday 
turned the seales at 24% pounds and Rocks at 
2332 pounds. Upon learning this George 
Shreve, on the part of his dog Rocks, claimed 
the stakes on the ground that Jingo was 
half a pound overweight.. Thereupon a dis- 

ute arose and everybeady got excited. Tom 

udman, the owner of Jingo, said the stake- 
holder should have been present when the 
dogs were weighed. When the stakeholder 
reached the rendezvous he said: ‘*Gentle- 
men, the dogs must be weighed again on each 
other’s scales.’’ 

Tothis Shreve, the owner of Rocks,refused 
to consent. The referee then decided to give 
each man his stakes, make a draw of the bat- 
tle money and decjare all outside bets off. 

The Philadelphia party became terribly 
excited. Tom Ludman, the owner of Jingo, 
said: *‘My frieds have come along way to 
see this fight,and sooner than disappoint 
them I willdo anything at all. 11) fight my 
dog for nothing, orl’ll fight for half the pit 
money or give him the whole ofitso as to 
have a fight and not disappoint those who 
came here to see a fight.”’ 

Shreve replied: ‘‘I was entitled tothe stake 
money, and as the referee has seen tit to draw 
it, | won’t weigh my dogagain or fight him 
to please anybody.”’ 

he other fight wasthen called. It was for 
250 a side between two bull terriers, at catch 
weights. St. Louis sent tothe pit Wilson’s 
three-year-old Monk, a vellow and white dog 
with lemon spots on ears and tail. He was 
pitted against the imported Tip, of Newark, 
nearly three years old. Tip had never be- 
fore had a fight in this country. At fourteen 
minutes to 4 o0’clock Monk and Tip rushed 
across the pit and began fighting savagely. 
The Newark dog looked the smaller of the 
two, and the St. Louis dog was the favorite 
at $24 to $20. Monk eaucht 
Tip by the fore leg and held on like a vise. ‘lip 
criéd piteously,but he finally shook Monk off, 
and seizing his enemy by the nose, punished 
him severely. This hold being broken, Monk 
got another on Tip’s fore leg, and so the fight 
went on desperately. The St. Louis dog, how- 
ever,seemed to have so much the best of it 
that in fifteen minutes he had the call at $20 
to $10. Monk, however, showed one trait at 
which old dog fighters shook their heads. He 
kept his tail down and would not force the 
tighting when his opponent was in a critical 
situation. In forty minutes the aspect of the 
fight had changed, and Monk was being 
dreadfully punished. Five minutes later the 
Newark dog obtained aturn. Afterthe dozs 
were taken to their cornersjand sponged. Monk 
scratched tinely. After fighting desperately 
tive minutes longer, the dogsjwere scratched 
again, and ‘Tip almost beheaded Monk. 
Another turn was secured by Tip, and it was 
Monk’s place to scratch by crossing the pit 
into Tip’s territory, but his owner refused to 
iet his dog go, and held him so asto save 
his jife.

hour and three minutes.

Jubal Early and Mahone. 
Wasbington Special to Cincinnati Gazette. 


Jubai Ear ey’s attack last cightat a ratifica- 
tion meeting in Richmond on Senator Mahone 
is exciting some comment here, in view of 
the Jong standing tresach between thetwo 
men. In this speech Jubal Early used the most 
vio’ent and bitter langusye toward Mahone, 
and at one point characi rized him in so munv 
words as ‘a miserable coward and liar.’’ 
Virginia politiciins are reminded by this at- 
tach of a controversey which began durinz the 
war, and bas continued with more or jess 
open ili felling ever since. Eurly, they say 
never recovered his temper aiter his defeat in 
the valley by Sheridan, and has since that 
time, on various occasions, insulted many 
yeople with whom he was brought into con- 
tact. Numerous stories are told of bis intem- 
perste words andacts. He once chal'anged 
Ma one toa duel. but it did not come off. Ma- 
hone. alluding to this matter last year, said he 
did not propos« to fight with a man of Eurly’s 
age and infirmities, and that these protecsed 
bim. Early is, to be sure, toward eighty years 
of age, bentover by yeurs and disease, but they 
do sav he can still shoot straight and would 
ratber fight than eat. The friends of the two 
parties and the Virginia politicians have be- 
come interested in view of a possible meeting 
betweenthe twomen, but itis altogetherun- 
likely that anything further wiilco.ne of the 
matter. The denunciation last night, according 
to newspaper accounts and private dispatches 
received here, was followed bya tremen- 
dous outburst of applause. It un loubtedly 
will increase the bitterness of the contest, al- 
rendy memorable for the personal rancor that 
has been developed. Various reasons are as- 
siened for the quarrel between Mahone and 
Early. One of them attributes it to jealousy 
between the two men, particularly on Eurly’s 
part. The story goes that Eirly was very 
much offended at the shading which Mahone 
gave to the biography of himself which ap- 

eared ina Soutbern publication, in which 
he shore to advantuge at the expense of 
Early. The latter, itis sxid, wrote first 'to 
the publisher and then to the author, and 
finaliv to Mahone himself, severely attac‘ing 
it, and he never forgave Mahone for his 
action. There, was also some jealousy in the 
army, and Early claims that on acertain oc- 
casion Mabone declined to lead his troops in- 
to a perilous position. Those who know 
Ma bone, however, are notinciised to doubt bi-< 
courage. His record 
brave torashness. Politicians say, as jstated, 
there probably will be no duel, but add that 
ifMahone takes any notice of this public 
charge, and challange Early, the old man wilt 
fight, so that the responsibility forthe duel will 
rest cotirely Wh Mahone.

A STRANGE WOUND. 


How a Prison Convict Lived With a 
° Holein His Brain. 
Lyme (Conn.) Cor. New York Times. 


Times I noticed an article entitled 
vip eden Partof His Brain,’’ under date of 
September 22. The:cise was thit of a man 
wounded in the head. He was struck with a 
knife on the top of the head. The blade of 
the knife penetrated the skull to the depth 
ef oreand three-eighths inches, and the man 
lived. Up to date ne was under the sur- 

’ e, doing weil. 
een strange ey injury to the brain oecur- 
red in Kansas in 1875. I became acquainted 
with the facts in September of that year, 
and they are easily autbenticated, as the sub- 
ject of them Was an inmate of the State pen- 
itentiary at Leavenworth, who had just com- 
pleted a seven years’ term forburglary. He 
was « Scandinavian, bad been in this country 
oniy ashorttime when he went to Kansas 
and took up a temporary home in La vrence. 
I give the facts of this case as nearly as [can 
remember them. Imay not be entirely ac- 
curate in all the details, but I am certain of 
the general tenor of them. One Sunday 
evening be was walking through the streets 
of the city, and was out of tobacco. After 


dark he broke into a tobacco store and stol® 
some, for which act of burzlary he was sen” 
tencea to seven years’ imprisonment ip the 
}enitentiary. The officers of the prison soon 
came to trust him, and before long he went 
in and out of the gates on special duties, as 
trusted a messenger as ever convict was. Af- 
ter serving five vears of his term he began to 
act queeriy at times. He was not sick, but 
did queer things. As the sixth vear of his 
term wore On these strange actions occurred 
more frequently. He was treated in the hos- 
pital for debility or nervousness. One day 
tbe surgeon came to his bed and asked, 
‘*How are you to-day’? “Oh, Doctor, my 
head pains me,’’ he said, and added, “I¢ you 
could run a knifeinto my brain I am sure it 
would help me.’”? The surgeon was passing 
his hand over the man’s head to soothe 
him, when he felt ahard point onthe skull. 
He continued to smooth the hair, 
with particular reference to determine 
What this hard point was. He became con- 
vinced it was a wire sticking in the skull. 
Tbe result was he pulled out the wire with a 
pair of nippers, and my impression is it was 
three inches long. At all events, it penetrat- 
ed the brain some distance. I will not insist 
upon the three inches, for I have stranger 
things still to relate. After this operation 
the patient recovered strength, went about 
his work as usual, and attracted no special 
notice except that his queer ways and man- 
ner increased. About this time the Govy- 
ernment began to build a wing to the Peni- 
tentiary. When the buildmg was inclosed 
this man was seen one day to enter it. He 
picked up a carpenter’s awl, and before they 
could stop him, before they anticipated his 
action, he placed the awl, point downward, 
on the top of his headand bumped the han- 
dle of the awl against the beams overhead— 
he was standing on a scaffold at the time so 
that his head reached to the beams—and 
drove the iron point down through his sku'). 
Iie was immediately taken to the hospital, 
the aw] was withdrawn, and after a time he 
was discharged and went about his duties as 
before. 

His good conduct during the years of his 
imprisonment had entitled bim under the 
prison rules to a reduction of time, so that 
when he had served six years and some 
months he was discharged from the peniten- 
tiary for expiration of term. The officers 
obtained work for him with a carpenter out- 
side, but the man was so lonely that he often 
cametothe prisonto sleep at nizht. One 
day, after only a few weeks of liberty, word 
was brought to the prison that this man had 
poltoned bimseif in the house where he 
boarded. Thesurgeons went at once tothe 
place and applied the stomach-pump and 
restoratives, but without avail. They brought 
him to the prison hospital, and it was winie 
he was )ying on the cot there, breathing 
heavily and frothing at the mouth, that I first 
sawhim. He cied during ithe day. The 
next morning tbe surgeon, with other phy- 
sicians outside, if I mistake not, held a post- 
mortem eXaminution and found two wires in 
his head. One of these wires extended from 
eur to ear, runniog directiv through bis head, 
The other ran down from the top of the head 


several inches into the brain. And these 
wires had been in the head so long atime 


that the scalp had closed over their ends. I 
cabnot say how the man acied, except that 
it was “‘queer.”’? He was melancholy and 
depressed. The officers thought it was be- 
cause of the disgrace of imprisonment for 
burglary until they were made acquainted 
With the facts of the autopsv. How long he 
walked about with these wires piercing his 
brain I cannot tell. Nobody knew. It was 
long enough forthe seadpto close over their 
ends. Buttheinjury to the brain did not 
killhim. Hetook morpbine, something itke 
an ounce of it, and died from its effects. The 
next day | was requested to bury him and 
read the service over his grave, after which 
three of his late comrades in stripel uni- 
form show led in the clods of the valley upon 
his coflin. The factsin this case were viven 
to me by the Warden and otber officers of tue 
penitentiury. It was siil by the surgeon to 
be the strangest case of the kind on record. 
AsI read the case of this Pottsville man who 
carried part of a Knife blade in his bran for 
days, [I recalied the tacts of the strange case 
] have narrated.

The French Visitors to th 
e Centennial 
—Fresh Fall Fashions.

NEW YORK, October 10.—New York has 
been unusually brilliant during the past 
week owing to the arrival and public recep- 
tion of the French guests who have been in- 
vited by America to attend the approaching 
celebration at Yorktown. Upon Thursday 
last there was a grand review of the city’s 
troopsin Madison Square, the Governor and 
his staff, the French noblemen and their 
friends ani numerous other dignitaries being 
upon the grand stand. The day was as fige 
as could be desired, and the soldiers made a 
superb appearance as they went marching 
down the avenue with their long lines of 
bayonets glistening inthe sun. Flags were 
flying upon every side, and the streets were 
thronged with people And yet, in despite of 
all this brilliant pageant, in despite of the 
rattling drums, the music of the bands, anQ 
the full ranks of the soldiers, resplendent in 
their bright uniforms, there was 4 tinge of 
Sadness resting upon the entire scene. 
For every military banner was 
furled in sombre crape, and long, float nz 
badges of mourning drapery, fluttering 
in the sunny air, awoke anew in every heart 
the keen sorrow for our national loss. [In 
fact, what with all this pomp and display in 
honor of our foreign gucsts, New York seems 
like an April day striving to smile amidst her 
tears. All her public buildings, such as the 
City Hall and the Post-office are still heavily 
draped in black, while above them the 
Frerch flags are flying gayly to the breeze 
beside our own starry banner. The greatest 
curiosity was felt to obtaina glimpse of the 
French as they uppeared upon the reviewing 
stand, and their novel uniforms glittering 
with gold and scarlet, briliant with waving 
plumes and pumerous’ decorations, were 
much sdmired. The great erandsons of 
Lafayette, and there sre five of them, were 
the center of attraction, while Marquis de 
Rochambear, the Comte de Germmont, the 
youtbful Comte de Grasse, Admiral Haili- 
gon of the French navy, and Col. Lichten- 
stein, who represents President Grevy, were 
also the objects of undiminished attention 
until the review was ended and the distin- 
guished guests withdrewto bold an infor- 
mal reception inthe Fifth Avenue Hotel. 

Many of our leading families, whose an- 
cestors also participated in the victory at 
Yorktown, are quite indignant because they 
have not been «specially invited to attend the 
celebration. But as this is trutv a national 
affair, every American is supposed to be es- 
pecially interested, and to feet himself as one 
of the hosts upon such an occasion.
